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ECONOMIC SITUATION IN TAMIL NADU. 


Rainfall. 

The rainfall during the Hot weather period (March ’78 to May ’78) was deficient in Tamil 
Nadu. The rainfall was deficient to an extent of 31.5 per cent for the state as a whole. The 
performance of the rainfall during the season was low when compared to the r ainf all during 
the previous year. There was isolated rainfall in all the districts of the state during the season. 
Chief amounts of rainfall occured in the districts of Salem, Madurai and Tirunelveli. Dry wea¬ 
ther prevailed in most parts of the state. The rainfall was normal in the districts of Salem, Madu¬ 
rai and Tirunelveli, Scanty in the districts of Madras, South Arcot and Ra man ath a pnrnm and 
deficient in the remaining districts of the State- 

The South-West monsoon had set in Tamil Nadu a couple of days earlier (i.e.) on the 30th 
of May. During the month of June the rainfall for the state as a whole was deficient to an ex¬ 
tent of 29.9 per cent. Tne rainfall was excessive in Madras district, normal in the districts of 
Chengalpattu and Salem. It was deficient in the districts of South Arcot, Coimbatore, Rama- 
nathapuram, Tirunelveli and the Nilgiris and Scanty in the other districts of the State’ Ther e 
was isolated rainfall during the first fortnight of the month and scattered rainfall occured in the 
northern parts af Tamil Nadu on the 12th June- As a result of the system, Madras and neigh¬ 
bourhoods, which were in the grip of sheltering heat for an unusually long period experienced 
pleasant weather with continuous drizzle on the T 1th and 12th day of the month. 


Water Supply. 

During the month of April ’78 the water supply has been adequate in 10 out of the 15 dist¬ 
ricts of the State. The storage of water has slightly increased in Vaigai, Stanley and Pechipparai 
reservoirs increasing the water facilities for Agricultural production. During the month of 
May’78 water supply has been satisfactory in all the districts of the State excepting South Arcot, 
North Arcot, Pudukottai and Ramanathapuram. The water supply was adequate in the' 
month of lun< '78. 


Water Lbvbl. 

During th< quarter under review, the water level in the reservoirs of Poondi, Sathanur, Pap*- 
nasam, Manimuthar, Perunchani have been steadily decreasing. The water level in the reservoirs 
of Vaigai and Stanley showed an increasing trend. Water level in the Amaravathi reservoir showed 
a dec easing trend but increased considerably by the middle of June. There was no significant 
change in the other reservoirs of the State. 


Crop Prospects. 

During the quarter under review harvest of various crops in the State was in full swing. 

Paddy, Sugarcane, Cotton, Ragi, Gingelly, Groundnut and Chillies were the important 
crops harvested extensively. The harvest results were normal and satisfactory. 

The production of food grains rose up by 14.8 per cent comprising an increase of 18.0 per cent 
for Rice, 6.5 percent for millets and 14.2 percent for Pulses. 

Cotton had a boost of 30.9 percent increase in production over the previous year and Sugar¬ 
cane by 19*0 percent. 

Production of oilseeds such as Groundnuts and Gingelly rose by 40.9 percent and 1.2 
respectively. 

The overall production trend during the Agricultural year showed an upward swing and the 
prospects of Crops were good. 

During the fag end of the quarter under review, the sowing phase of the agricultural vaa t 
1978-79 (Fasli 1388) commenced and sowing of the principal crops such as Paddy, Groundnut 
and sugarcane was going on very well. 

The standing crops were In good condition in general*, 
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Agriculture. 

The total geographical area of Tamil Nadu according to village papers was 18.0 million 
hectares in 1976-77. Out of which the net area sown accounted for 6*0 million hectares, the area 
cultivable but not cultivated showed 2.7 million hectares, and the uncultivable land was 4,3 
million hectares. Out of the 6*0 million hectares of the net area sown 2.3 million hectares or 
about 38.8 percent was irrigated. The area sown more than once was 1.1 million hectares of 
which 0.7 million hectares or about 58.9 percent was irrigated. 

Index Numbers of Agricultural Economy. 

The provisional index numbers of area under crops, yield, production, cropping intensity 
and productivity per hectare for 1976-77 has decreased by 2*7, 01, 3*4, 3'0 and 3 8 points res¬ 
pectively when compared with 1975-76. 

The index of cropping pattern and the index of net area sown has increased by 0*4 and 0*3 
points respectively. 


Handloom. 

The production of handloom cloth in Tamil Nadu during the quarter ended March 78 was 
estimated at 14,7,115,000 metres as against 145,778,000 metres produced during the previous 
quarter. On further analysis, it is seen that the increase of 0*92 percent production during the 
quarter over the previous quarter was uniformaly effected in cotton, silk and art silk varieties 
while the mixture varieties alone had decreased by 1.99 percent. 

Electricity. 

During the Quarter ended June 1978, the generation of Electricity was 1480 million units 
as against 1620 million units in the previous quarter. 

The total consumption of electricity increased from 1823 million units during the quarter 
ended December 1977 to 2124 million units during the quarter ended March 78. 

Joint Stock Companies. 

During the quarter ended June 78, 4 Public Companies and 47 Private Companies were 

newly registered as against 3 Public Companies and 55 Private companies during the previous 
quarter. 

The total authorised capital of the newly registered Public and Private companies during 
the quarter ended June 78 was Rs. 431.94 lakhs as against Rs. 511.20 lakhs during the previous 
quarter. 

During the quarter under review 2 companies went into liquidation as against 10 companies 
in the previous quarter. 


Transport. 

During the quarter ended March 78, the total number of newly registered motor vehicles 
iTamil Nadu was 5194 as against 4594 during the previous quarter showing an increase in the 
number of registrations. 


Employment. 

The total number of employment seekers on the live register of employment exchanges 
■lthe end of the quarter ended June 78 increased by 4*3 per cent compared with the previous 
quarter. The number of persons registered in the exchanges during the quarter increased by 
47.9 per cent when compared with the previous quarter. The placements made through the 
exchanges during the quarter under review increased by 25.9 per cent when compared with the 
previous quarter. 


Area and yield of coconut and arecanut. 

According to the provisional estimates for 1976—77 Tamil Nadu has got nearly 35.59 million 
coconut tree over an estimated area of 1,08,903 hectares. The estimated bearing palms which 
was 65.8 percent of the total t rees, yielded nearly 1094.9 million nuts. 
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As regard arecanut crop Tamil Nadu has got 7.3 million arecanut trees over an estimated 
area of 4011 hactares. The estimated bearing palms which was 67.4 per cent of the total trees 
yielded nearly 2384 tonnes of cured arecanuts. 

Marine fisheries. 

The Marine Fish landings on the coastline of Tamil Nadu for the quarter ended 30th June 7* 
is provisionally estimated at 20,633 tonnes as against 27,427 tonnes for the previous quarter. 

Index number of wholesale Prices in Tamil nadu. 

(Base prices on 21st August 1939=100.) 

During the quarter ended June 1978, the index number of wholesale price* of foodgraina* 
commercial products and composite index declined by 0.9 per cent 1.7 per cent and 1.5 per cent 
respectively. 


Consumer price index numbers. 

(Base 1960=100.) 

During the quarter ended June 78, the Consumer Price Index Number declined in Madras 
City, Tiruchirapalli and Coonoor while it advanced in Cuddalore, Madurai and Coimbatore. 
The index remained unchanged in Nagercoil. 

Rural price index number. 

(Base year ended June 1971 = 100.) 

During the quarter ended June 78, the Index Number of Rural Prices advanced in Puliynr 
and Agaram, while it declined in Thulayanathan, Eriodu, Gokilapuram, Kinathukadavu, gudo* 
vancheri and Kunnathur centres. 

Consumer price indbx number for urban non-manul employees. 

(Base 1960=100.) 

During the quarter ended March 78 the Consumer Price Index Number for Urban Non~ 
manual Employees declined in all the centres viz., Madras, Madurai and Tiruchirappallj. 

Industries. 

During the quarter ended March 78, Industrial Production in Tamil Nadu increased as 
the average General Index (Base1970=100) went up to 153.6 recording an increase of 9.7 points 
or 6.7 per cent over the previous quarter. 

Substantial increase in output was observed in respect of Lignite, Gypsum, Coffee cured 
High Speed Diesei i il. Varnishes, Dry Cells, Motor Cycles and Electricity Generated. 

Significant decreases in production of Refined Oil Superior Kerosene, Railway Wagons 
and Bicycles were noticed. 


Minor crops. 

The total area for the districts covered under onion was 14,534 hectares, under chillies was 
59,422 hectares under potato (winter and summer) combined was 11,057 hectares and under 
tapioca was 34,540 hectares in 1976—77. 

Th* estimated production of onion was 1,25,490 tonnes, chillies was 1,13,910 tonnes* potato 
wmic" and summer) combined was 1.31,050 tonnes and tapioca was 8,11,760 to-» :5i 1976*»»7? 
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THE STUDY ON THE STOCK AND UTILISATION PATTERN OF PHARMACIST IN 

TAMIL NADU. 

The study was undertaken with the object of finding out the stock and utilisation pattern 
of Pharmacists in Tamil Nadu. The Pharmacists’ Register maintained by the Tamil Nadu Phar¬ 
macy Council served as the frame for the study. The main findings of the study are summarised 
below : 

Stock of Pharmacists .- The Pharmacists’ Register of Tamil Nadu Pharmacy Council contained 
as many as 9,572 Pharmacists as on 31st March 1976. Leaving Pharmacists belonging to th« 
neighbouring states, there were 8,117 pharmacists. It is estimated that there were only abou t 
6,997 live Pharmacists belonging to Tamil Nadu as on 3lst March 1976, of whom 6660 were active 
Pharmacists, the rest having retired from service due to old age- Nearly one-tenth of the Phar¬ 
macists belonging to Tamil Nadu were not alive and another 4 per cent of them had migrated 
to the neighbouring States and foreign countries. 

Category A 2 emerged as the single highest group of Pharmacists forming about 40 per cent 
of the stock. Categories C and D followed it with 28.7 per cent and 25.8 per cent respectively. 
Category A1 accounted for 5.2 per cent while category B had a negligible share of 0.4 
per cent. 

Utilisation pattern .—The analyis of the activity status of Pharmacists showed that nearly 
5 per cent of the Pharmacists had retired from service due to old age and were no longer in the 
labour force. The remaining about 95 per cent of the Pharmacists constituted the labour force- 
Employed Phaimacists constituted about 92.7 per cent of the stock while unemployed and full 
time students formed about 1.9 per cent and 0.6 per cent of the stock respectively. 

As many as 80 per cent of the employed Pharmacists were only employees or wage earners. 
Self-employed and employer accounted for about one-fifth of the employed Pharmacists. Self- 
employment was significantly high in categories B (degree holders in other subjects with 3 years 
experience in Compounding; and D (other than graduates with 5 years experience in Com¬ 
pounding). 

The industrial distribution of employed Pharmacists revealed that more than half of them 
were engaged in health and medical services and about 38 per cent were engaged in sale of drugs 
under trade and commerce- Manufacturing sector absorbed about 6 per cent of the Pharma¬ 
cists, while Government administration and educational services attracted only a very small per¬ 
centage of the pharmacists. Public Sector played only a minor role in providing employment 
to the Pharmac ists while private sector absorbed about 53'5 per cent of the employed Pharma¬ 
cists. 


The occupational distribution of the employees or wage earners showed that almost all the 

pharmacists were fitted to the occupation for which they were trained either in the field of manu¬ 
facturing, distribution or other services. More than 90 per cent of the employees were working 
pharmacists mostly unuer aistriouuon ana services sectors. About 3 per cent of them were working 
as chemists while Technical Assistants, Drug Inspectors and Teachers each constituted about 
one per cent of the employees. Pharmacists belonging to categories A 1 (Degree in Pharmacy) 
and A 2 (Diploma in Pharmacy) were in the higher pay ranges while the pharmacists belonging 
to categories C (Diploma in Compounding) and D (Other than graduates with 5 years experience 
in Compounding) were in the lower ranges of pay. It is estimated that about 17 per cent of the 
employees, mostly belonging to categories C (Diploma in compounding) and D (Other than 
graduates with 5 years experience in Compounding) were getting a monthly income of below 
Rs. 200. Majority of the Pharmacists (58*4 per cent) were in the pay ranges Rs. 300 to 500. 

Self employment. —Self-employment including employer, constituted a significant Dronor 
lion of the employed pharmacists (20 per cent). Trade and Commerce, more particularly running 
of medical stores was the mam field of activity of self-employed pharmacists constituting about 
82 per cent of the self-employed. It is regrettable to note that about 12 2 per cent of the self- 
employed mostly belonging to the categories C (Diploma in Compounding) and D (Other than 
graduates with 5 years experience in Compounding), were doing medical practice in the rurnl 
areas where the services of qualified medical practitioners are too dear to the rural neonl It 
is imperative therefore that appropriate action is taken to arrest this tendency of unqualified oer 
sons taking advantage of the situation and to provide the services of qualified medical oerinrmll 
to the needy rural masses. * 


Unemployment ,—Unemployment constituted only about 1*9 per cent of the total stock of 
Pharmacists. In terms of labour force, unemployment works out to about 2 per cent. This 
Is very insignificant and may be treated as fractional unemployment. An analysis of the few 
unemployed pharmacists revealed that about 13*6 per cent were waiting for jobs for a period of 
less than one year and 28 0 per cent for a period of 2to3 years. It is surprising to note that, where 
unemr’oyment is so insignificant, about 40*2 per cent of the unemployed were waiting for jobs 
for a period of 3 years and above. It was further revealed that only about one half of the un¬ 
employed had registered themselves with the employment exchanges while the rest were seeking 
employment through other means. 

Migration .—The study revealed that about 4 per cent of the pharmacists have migrated to 
other states and foreign countries. Migration was considerably high in the categories of A 1 

(Degree in Pharmacy) and A 2 (Diploma in Pharmacy). Migration was only moderate in the 
category B (Degree holders in other subjects with 3 years experience in Compounding) and cate¬ 
gories C (Diplcma in compounding)and D (Other than graduates with 5 years experience in com¬ 
pounding) experienced only very small proportions of migration. 

Migrationof Pharmacists to foreign countries accounted for 39*2 per cent of the total migration. 
Among the countries of migration United States of America attracted a major proportion of the 
migrants. Within the country, the neighbouring states viz., Pondichery, Karnataka, Kerala 
and Andhra Pradesh attracted most of the migrants.

During the month of June the rainfall for the state as a whole was deficient to an extent 
of 29-9 per cent. The rainfall was excessive in Madras district, normal in the districts of Chengal- 
pattu and Salem. It was deficient in the districts of South Arcot, Coimbatore, Ramanatha- 
puram, Tirunelveli and the Nilgiris and scanty in the other districts of the State. There was 
isolated rainfall during the first fortnight of the month and scattered rainfall occured in the nor¬ 
thern parts of Tamil Nadu on the 12th June. As a result of the system, Madras and neighbour¬ 
hoods which were in the grip of sweltering heat for an unusally long period i tperienced plca- 
esant weather with continuous drizzle on 11th and 12th day of the month-

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II. AREA. AND POPULATION. 


Arba, Population, Dbnsity, Literacy, etc. 

Tamil Nadu occupies the eleventh rank among the states in India in regard to sire with an 
area of 130,069 sq.km. 

As regards population, Tamil Nadu ranks fifth among the states in India. According to 
Census 1971, the population in Tamil Nadu is 41,199,168 of which 50-6 per cent are males 
and 49-4 per cent are females. 28,734,334 persons or 69-7 per cent of the population are in 
rural areas and the remaining 12,464,834 persons or 30-3 percent are in urban areas. 

Of the total population, 14,741, 967 persons (33-8 per cent) are classified as workers and 
26,457,201 persons (64-2 per cent) as non-workers. Among the workers 11,667,065(79.1 per cent.) 
are males and 3,074,902 (20.9 per cent) are females. 

Literates form 39-5 per cent of the total population (16,256,393 persons) as against 31-4 per 
cent in 1961. Madras City has the highest percentage of literacy, viz. 62-01, while Dharmapuri 
district has the lowest percentage, viz., 22-3. 

According to Census 1971, the density of population in T^mil Nadu works out to 317 per 
sq.km. Madras City has the highest density of population, viz., 19,293 while Dharmapuri district 
hat the lowest density of population viz., 174. 

The population of scheduled castes and scheduled tribes in Tamil Nadu is 7,627,110 
forming 18-51 per ce.u of the total population. 7,315,595 persons belong to scheduled 
castes and 311,515 peisons are schsd-iled tribes. Chengalpattu district has the largest 
percentage of these two classes of people (. 27*22, while Kanniyakumari district naa me 
lowest percentage of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled tiibes i. e, 4*12.

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III. AGRICULTURE. 

Land Utilisation .—'The total geographical area of Tamil Nadu according to village paper* 
was 13 0 million hectares in 1976-77. Out of which the net area sown accounted for 6 0 million 
hectares the area cultivationble butnot cultivated showed 2 - 7 million hectares and the uncultivable 
I and was 4-3 million hectares. Out of the 6-0 million hectares of the net area sown 2-3 million 
hectares or about 38-8 per cent was irrigated. The area sown more than once was 11 million 
hectares of which 0*7 million hectares or about 58-9 per cent was irrigated. 

Out of 2-7 million hectares of total area cultivable but not cultivated, 1-4 million hectares 
or 52T per cent was under current fallows and the remaining 47-9 per cent was under other non. 
cultivated lands excluding current fallows. The extent of area under uncultivable land wat 
4-3 million hectares comprising 2-0 million hectares (46-8 per cent) of forest land and 2-3 million 
hectares (53-2 per cent) of other uncultivable area including land put to non-agricultural uses. 

The gross cropped area was 7-1 million hectares out of which 3-0 million hectares or 42 
per cent was irrigated.

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App a and yield of Coconut and Arbcanut in Tamil Nadu for 1976-77. 

Considering the unsatisfactory position of the availability of area and yield statistics of coconut 
and arecanut crops, a scheme for the correct estimation of area and yield of coconut and arecaunt 
by conducting sample surveys was initiiated in 1959-60 and continued since then. 


According to be provisional estimates for 1976-77 Tamil nadu has got nearly 35.59 million 
coconut trees in an estimated area of 108,903 hectares. The estimated bearing palms which was 
65-8 per cent of the total trees yielded nearly 1,094 , 9 milliom nuts. 

As regards arecaunt crop Tamil Nadu has got 7.3 million arecaunt trees over an estimated 
area of 4,011 hectares. The estimated bearing palms which was 67'4 per cent of the total trees 
yielded nearly 2,384 tonnes of cured arecauuts.

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IV. CROP PROSPECTS. 


The quarter uader review almost began with full swing of harvest of various crops in the State. 

Paddy, Sugarcane, Cotton, Ragi, Gingelly, Groundnuts and Chillies were the important crops 
harvested extensively. The harvest results were normal and satisfactory. 

The production of food grains rose up by 14.8 per cent comprising an increase of 18.0 per 
cent for rice, 6*5 per cent for millets and 14 2 per cent for pulses. 

Cotton had a boost of 30.9 per cent increase in production over the previous year and Sugarcane 
by 19 0 per cent. 

Production of oilseeds such as Groundnuts and GingeDy rose by 40*9 per cent and 1.2 per 
cent respectively. 

The overall production trend of the Agricultural years showed an upward swing and the 
p rospects of Seasonal Crops were good. 

During the fag end of the quarter under review, the sowing phase of the agricultural year 
1978-79 (Fasli 1388) commenced and sowing of the principal crops such as Paddy, Groundnuts and 
Sugarcane was going on very well. 


The standing crops

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V. INDUSTRIES. 

Annual Survey of Industries. 

The Annual Survey of Inuustiies is conducted under the Collection of Statistics Act, 1953. 

The factories icgbtcied imc.tr stclk n 2 (jw) (i) find 2 (/?/) (ii) of the Factories Act, }9Ai slic 
covered by ihc Annual Su, vey of lncustrics. The Survey is concocted in two parts, viz,, Census 
and non-Census. Under the Census sector, all factoiits using pewer and employing fO or more 
wo-kcis anci employing 100 or more workers, noi using power are covered. The ncn-Censuft 
set 1 or comp) isos of all factoiies, employing 10 to 49 woikcrs and using power and employing 20 
lo 99 workers without the aid of power. 

The survey excludes from its purview, the units engaged in defence production, stejage and 
distribution of oil, restaurants and services, technical training institutions net producing any thing 
for sale oi exchange for reasons of security or for then non-mam factujing activity. 

The Annual Survey of Industries, 1974-75 has covered 6,664 factories as against 6,458 factories 
during 1973-74. Ihc productive capital, invested in vaiious manufactuiing inc.ustiia curing 
1974-75, i» Ri. 1,583.10 ci ores showing an increase of 9.8 per cent over the corresponding produc¬ 
tive capital for 1973-74. 

The number of employees during 1974-75 increased by 6*5 per cent over 1973-74. The 
salaries and wages paid to employees also increased by 26*7 per cent ever . 1973-74. T he value 
of output and the value, added by manufacture, during 1974-75, showed an increase of 42*1 per 
cent and 31*1 per cent respectively over 1973-74. 

In short, there was a general progress and considerable improvement in the industrial sector 
of the economy in Tamil Nadu during 1974-75.

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VI. HANDLOOMS. 

The production of handloom cloth in Tamil Nadu during the quarter ended March 7g 
was estimated at 147,115,000 metres as againstl 45,778,000 metres produced during the previous 
quarter. On further analysis it is seen that the increase of 0 92 per cent production during the 
quarter over the previous quarter was uniformally effected in cotton, silk and art silk varieties 
while the mixture alone has decreased by 1.99 per cent. 

Among the different varieties of handloom cloth produced, saree alone accounted for 26.45 
per cent while dhoties, towels and lungies constituted 16‘72 per cent, 19-09 per cent and 13.15 
per cent respectively. The remaining 24.59 per cent of the production was shared by shirting, 
bed spreads, carpets, gada, etc. 

Out of the total production cotton items formed the bulk of 88.07 per cent followed by mix¬ 
ture, art silk and silk at the rate of 5.70 per cent, 5.55 per cent and 0.68 per cent respectively. 

Regarding the working condition, the industry had a smooth sailing without any abnormali¬ 
ties. However the co-operative societies have fared better both in the production as well as in the 
sales. In fact the entire portion of the increased production was from co-operative fold. 

The average monthly tale of handloom goods to the total available stock in Tamil Nadu 
in respect of co-operative fold was at 36.65 per cent while for outside co-operative fold it wai 
35.73 per cent. 

The variety wise production of handloom cloth during the quarter ended March 78 is fur¬

During the quarter ended June 78, the index number of wholesale prices offoodgrains 
and Commercial products recorded a fall. As compared with the index for March 1978, the 
index number of wholesale prices of foodgrains, eased by 14 points from 1568 in March 
78 to 1554 in June 78 or by 0 9 per cent due to a fall in the prices of wheat, cholam, 
cumbu and ragi. 

The index number of wholesale prices of commercial products too receded by 46 
points from 2671 in March 1978 to 2625 in June 1978 or by 1 -7 per cent on account of a fall in 
the prices of chillies, cane jaggery, sugar (OP), Groundnut (machine shelled) castor, coconuts, 
gingelly oil, groundmttoil, cotton lint, cottonseed and tobacco.

The Consumer Price Index Numbers for June 78 as compared to March 78 advanced in 
Cudd tfore, Madurai and Coimbatore Centres, while it receded in Madras City, Tiruchirapaln, 
and Coonoor, rhe index remained unaltered at Nagerkoil Centre. 

As compared with the index for March 78, the index for June 78 was higher by Seven 
points at Cuddalore by eight points at Madurai and by Six points at Coimbatore* The index 
was 1 >wer by five points at Madras City and Tifuchirapalii and by two points atCocncur, 
The index remained unchanged at the previous quarter's level of 352 points in Nagercoil. 

The Consumer Price Index Number for Madras City for April 1978 receded by seven points 
to 308 when compared to March 1978 owing to a fall in the prices of rice, ragi, edible oils, 
numeric, chillies (green and dry) garlic, coriander, cummin seed, certain vegetables, coconut, 
gar, Coffee powder, Junglewovd, casuarina and handloom clothing articles. 

The index for May 78 registered a further fall of three points from 308 April 78 
.v>5 m May 78 because ofa fall in the prices of nee, ragi, redgram dhall, blackgram dhall, 
:« ceo gram, gingelly oil, groundnut oil, fisn, turmeric, Chillies (dry), Onions, Coriander, Gur, 
•’nack (Saltish) and Snack Sweet. 

As compared to May 78 the index for June 78, was higher by five points from 305 to 
3 K) due to an increase in the prices of rice, Redgram dhall, greengram dhall, blackgram dhall, 
Coonut oil, groundnut oil, ghee, chillies (green) tamarind, Onions, Garlic, Ginger (dry), 
Pepper, Cummin seed. Vegetables, Gur, Snack (Sweets) betel leaves, betel nuts, Junglewood, 
Casuarina, Kerosene oil, Towel, long cloth, mustard, hair oil, toilet soap, face powder, tooth 
powder, utensil brass, amusments and personal care and effects.

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PLANTATION LABOUR. 

During the quarter ended December 77, 319 plantations were registered comprising 

of 150 Tea, 138 Coffee, 27 Rubber and 4 Cinchona plantations in Tamil Nadu. 

Tea Plantations .—The total number of workers employed in Tea plantations during the 
quarter ended December 77 were 55,912 out of them 51,(^>6 were permanent workers. It 
accounts for 92 per cent. The percentage of average daily attendance of permanent workers was 
82 per cent. The average daily cash earnings earned by permanent Garden and outside Men, 
Women, and Minor workers were, Rs. 7*27, Rs. 7,26 and Rs. 4.40 for Garden and Rs. 8.16 and Rs. 
8.51 for outside men and women labourers as against Rs. 7.09, Rs. 7.28 and Rs. 3.25 for temporary 
garden and Rs, 7.25 Rs. 5.79 and Rs. 4.34 for temporary outside Men, Women and Minor 
workers respectively. 

Coffee Plantations .—During the quarter ended December 77, 9,193 workers were em¬ 
ployed in coffee plantations* of these 5,439 workers were permanent. The percentage of Average 
daily earnings of permanent workers was 82 per cent. The average daily cash earnings of per¬ 
manent Garden and outside Men, Women and Minor workers were Rs. 6.39, Rs. 6,05 and Rs. 
4.45 for Garden and Rs. 7.95, Rs. 9,87 and Rs. 3.60 for outside workers, whereas it was Rs. 6-92 
Rs. 8.28 and Rs. 6.11 for temporary Garden and Rs. 3.93, Rs, 4.32 and Rs, 2.52 for temporary 
outside Men, Women and Minor workers respectively. 

Rubber Plantation , —The total number of workers employed in Rubber plantations during 
the quarter ended December 1977 were 1 ? 531. Out of these 93 percent were permanent workers. 
The average daily attendance of permanent workers were 1,311, it accounts for 92 per cent. The 
average daily cash earnings of permanent Garden and outside Men, Women and Minor workers 
were Rs. 12.07, Rs. 9.59 and Rs. 4.07 for Garden and Rs. 13.91 and Rs. 8.34 for outside Men and 
Women workers respectively. The temporary Garden and outside labourers average daily cash 
earnings were Rs. 10.36, Rs. 8.04 and Rs. 5.57 for Garden and Rs. 7'80 and Rs. 7.81 for outside 
Men and Women workers respectively. 

Cinchona Plantations .“The total number of workers employed in Cinchona plantations 
were 2*270, of these 1,517 were permanent. The per centage of average daily attendance of per 
manent workers was 78 per cent. The average daily cash earnings of Garden labour permanent 
and temporary Men, Women and Minor workers were Rs. 11.88, Rs. 6 ; 70 and Rs. 3.96 for per¬ 
manent and Rs 5.20., Rs. 5.20 and Rs. 2.31 for temporary workers respectively. It wasRs. 5,20 
Rs, 5*20 and Rs. 3*0-1 for outside temporary Men, Women and Minor workers respectively 
During the quarter ended December 77 no permanent outside workers were employed in 
Cinchona plantations.

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XV. STATE INCOME 
Trend in State Income—Tamil Nadu 

The State income and per capita income of Tamil Nadu according to Quick Estimates, during 
the year 1976-77 in real terms (at 1960-61) prices stood at Rs. 1,685,27 crores and Rs. 362 respec¬ 
tively,recording a marginal growth of 3.4 per cent and 1,1 per cent respec ively over the previou* 
year. There was a slight decline in agricultural production during 1976-77* Though I here were 
signs of increase in industrial production as evidenced by the upward trend in the index number 
of industrial production from 197 in 1975-76 to 218 in 1976-77, it could not push up the 
income of the state in an impressive manner, after compensating for the loss in income in the 
agriculture sector to the extent of 3.5 per cent (at constant prices) between 1975-76 and 1976-77. 
This decline is due to low performance of Agriculture sector, which resulted in the fall in produc¬ 
tion of food grains from 7T84 lakh tonnes in 1975-76 to 70.30 lakh tonnes in 1976-77 and in 
percentage terms by (—) 2T per cent. In this connection, it is also very important to note 
that lh re was a fall in the area cultivated during 1976-77 under important crops by 2*8 lakh 
hectares. The secondary sector comprising manufacturing (Registered and Un-registered), cons¬ 
truction, electricity, gas and water supply, registered a substantial increase by 7.6 per cent during 
1976-77, Tertiary sector comprising all service sectors also registered 7.4 per cent increase 
in 1976-77. 

At current prices the State Income during 1976-77 is estimate 4 at Rs. 4,375.78 crores and 
per capita income at Rs. 941.
